national legislature. In to called 
"doubtful states," where Republicans 
and Democrats are almost on a voting 
equality in numbers, both parties will 
resist any reduction of representatives 
Doth fearing that a rearrangement of 
congressional districts would disturb 
their possible political control. 


There is only one chance that con- 


great may reduce the number of rep- 
resentatives. If the Republicans re- 
tain control of congress, which now 
seems certain, with an increased ma- 
jority In house and senate, they may 
decide to reduce the number of house 
representatives from the southern 
state*. Thi* would be done on th* 
ground that millions of the colored 
population of th* southern state* are 
diafraachisod. Tb* Republicans argu* 
that as practically all negroes are dis- 
franchised by various devices in the 
south that a .large percentage of th* 
population of the sixteen 
southern 


state* la not allowed to have repre- 
sentation iu congress, and that score* 
of representatives from the south are 
not entitled to seats in the house on 
thla ground. 


The fourteenth amendment to the 


constitution provides that when the 
right to vote is denied to any of tke 
inhabitants of a state, or ik any way 
"abridged." the basis of representa- 
tion therein shall be reduced in th* 
same proportion which th* number 
disfranchised citizens shall hear to the 
whole number of citizens of such 
state. Thi* undoubtedly fires a Re- 
publican congress authority to roducc 
r*pr*s*ntaUon In tke 
houa* from 


southern states which hare disfran- 
chised the negro. The southern states 
BOW hav* 10$ houa* members. This 
number would be rcdvosd materially 
if congress MM nt to enforce th* 
fourteenth amendment. 


For many years Republicans in 


congress hare threatened to reduce 
southern representation la tke bouse. 
DtofraachtaMMat of th* nogro wom«n
